The Ordinance and Judiciary Com- 


mittee of the Council has before; it an 
important mati*r in (he application for 
franchises to construct and maintain 
sub-surface conduits lorelectric wires in 
this city. 
City Klectri'-inn Carleton 


said loday that from wh:.t information 
he had, be would it-cominpnd that the 
city own its conduits and charge for 
their use. At present he thought that 
it would pay to lay conduits only iu 
Broadway, from Fifth to Fourteenth 
streets, in Washington street 
from 


Sevenlb to Fourteenth streets, a short 
distance in ifan Pablo avenue and u 
short distance in Telegraph aveone. As 
a street proposition, the laying of con 
duit-s or a pipe system iu which to con- 
duct electric light wires, he believes is 
as important as is the matter of laying 
sewers or water pipes. If either system 
is adopted the streets will be more or 
leas torn up froni time to time, and it 
should be done by the city, and only at 
tbe city's pleasure. Mr. Carletjn' be- 
lieves it will be a paying investment for 
the city to lay and own the conduits. 
The Ordinance. Committee meets to 
ni£bt to consider the three propositions 
before it.
